NEW YORK Despite a full-time job as a mechanical engineer, Sean Whitney is carv- 
ing out hours to pursue the new Johns Hopkins MBA/MA in design leadership. 
Whitney believes the program, a collaboration between the Johns Hopkins Carey 
Business School and the Maryland Institute College of Art, will teach him manage- 
ment skills while he learns to think more creatively 

His goal: to open his own business designing consumer products. “I have a back- 
ground in design and this was a good way to blend the two worlds,” Whitney 31, 
says. 

This fall, schools like Hopkins, Northwestern University the University of Mich- 
igan and Parsons The New School for Design are launching cross-disciplinary mas- 
ters programs meant to make students more competitive in a changing economy 

While colleges have always tweaked their offerings, the newest crop of programs 
seems particularly designed for the times: They are multidisciplinary, job-focused 
and often influenced by private industry They typically involve mixing creativity 
with management, data-crunching skills with industry-speciflc content, and sci- 
ence with business and management skills. 

Some of these new hybrids, especially in the sciences, allow graduates to pur- 
sue technical jobs with masters degrees rather than PhDs. In other cases, they 
reveal the influence of private companies that are helping to fund and design the 
programs, presumably in ways that will produce graduates the companies want 
to hire. 

“Many institutions are seeing economic difficulties as an opportunity and there’s 
been an acceleration in interdisciplinary programs,” says Debra Stewart, president 
of the Council of Graduate Schools. She says many of these new programs are a 
response to the tough economy Students and schools are looking for ways to stand 
out in a tight market. 

“It’s hard to distinguish one MBA from another,” says Blair Johnson, a lecturer at 
Johns Hopkins. “People are looking for much more customized programs.”

With more choices-and costs as high as $90,000 for 
a master’s at a prestigious school-prospective stu- 
dents need to do their research. Some of what’s hap- 
pening now “may be marketing: the curriculum may 
not be new but it has a new sexy name on it,’’ says 
Christopher Morphew, a professor of educational poli- 
cy at the University of Iowa in Iowa City. 

Students also need to evaluate whether they 
could get the same training by adding on extras 
to a traditional degree or double-majoring as an 


undergraduate. 

When considering a relatively untested curriculum 
or label, students need to be especially careful that it 
will help them towards their career goals, experts say. 
“You need to do a deep investigation. The program 
should be a good and a logical idea and have good hir- 
ing rates,’’ says Scott Jaschle, of msidehighered.com, 
a news and jobs listings website. 

But for brand-new programs, no job placement rates 
will be available. And that may be a reason to wait. 


Links to local business or big employers are a good 
sign, especially if they arise from a longstanding fo- 
cus at the school, says Lois Trautvetter, director of the 
higher education and administration policy program at 
Northwestern. 

For technically focused job hunters, the new degrees 
seem a good bet: A survey by the Council of Graduate 
Schools found that 82 percent of recipients in the 2010- 
2011 academic year reported finding jobs within two 
months of graduation, reuters

Victim: He chewed up my face 


Face-eating victim Ronald Poppo 
(pictured at left before the attack) 
told police he had no idea why a 
crazed, naked man attacked him 
in May, savagely beating him and 
chewing on his face until he was 
blind and no longer recognizable. 

In fact, Poppo said in newly re- 
leased police documents, he was 
chatting with Rudy Eugene about 
Miami Beach when the talk took a chilling turn: “You, me, 
buddy and nobody else here. I’m gonna— gonna kill you.” 

And then, Poppo said, “he attacked me. He just ripped 
me to ribbons. He chewed up my face. He plucked out my 
eyes. ...

This is the epitome of an inside joke, 
the kind of thing that filters through 
the bloodstream of a relation- 
ship.

the conflict caused by Jesse refusing to grow 
up and it doesn’t fully explain how he’s able 
to finally change his ways. The movie, written 
by Jones and Will McCormack (who plays 
Jesse’s drug-dealer friend Skillz), begins with 
a massive, “The Break-Up”-style hole in it by 
chronicling a relationship via a vague 
montage. Was Jesse’s lack of am- 
bition all that undermined the 
marriage? How did these 
two stay on such good 
terms as their relation- 
ship unraveled?

KEEPS THE BOURNE 
LEGACY’ ALIVE

Jeremy Renner does not look like a movie 
star. He has unruly hair, a nose that looks like 
it might have taken a punch and the physical 
comportment of someone who doesn’t think 
he needs a bodyguard. 

He doesn’t think like a movie star, either. 
On a recent early weekday, having already 
done “CBS This Morning” and scheduled 
to face Charlie Rose that same afternoon, 
Renner seemed puzzled by the politics of the 
interview process. 

“I don’t like to cut people off,” he said, over 
coffee at a Manhattan hotel. “I had this guy 
this morning who was very thoughtful and in- 
formed and kept talking, as if maybe he was 
waiting for me to say something. I’m not sure 
if he wanted me to jump in or not. I like to let 
someone finish his thought. So I don’t know.” 

He’ll probably have to get over it: “The 
Bourne Legacy”— which stars Renner, not as 
Jason Bourne but as another agent entirely— 
is likely to be Renner’s movie-star movie. 
Even though the actor has appeared in some 
of the biggest films of the last year or so, in- 
cluding “The Avengers” and “Thor” (as Hawk- 
eye) and alongside Tom Cruise in “Mission: 
Impossible: Ghost Protocol,” the innovative 
“Bourne Legacy” is all about Renner. 

“I guess I’m the face, or one of the faces, of 
the franchise now,” the actor said, “and not 
among a big ensemble. But I don’t look at it 
that way I just look at it as a great role and a 
great opportunity Whether it’s lo days on a 
movie or loo days, it doesn’t matter to me. It’s 
the same preparation, the same work.” 

According to director Tony Gilroy “The 
Bourne Legacy” is unlike anything tried be- 
fore. Rather than following the chronology of 
“The Bourne Ultimatum”— the last Bourne 
film to star Matt Damon as Robert Ludlum’s 
rogue CIA agent— the new film takes place 
at the same time as its 2007 predecessor, “and 
not because we are so smart or so cool,” Gilroy 


told the Huffington Post. “No one has ever 
had an opportunity to do that before. If you 
think about it, episodic filmmaking has not 
been something that people have really done.” 

Renner’s character, Aaron Cross, is a super 
agent participating in a top-secret govern- 
ment medical program that’s killed off— 
along with its participants— after the revela- 
tions of “The Bourne Ultimatum.” Because 
he needs the drugs that the government has 
had him taking. Cross has to first rescue, then 
collaborate with, beautiful research scientist 
Marta Shearling (Rachel Weisz) so they both 
can escape the lethal dismantling of their pro- 
gram. 


“I think it was really clever how Tony came 
up with a way to keep the franchise going,” 
Renner said. “It went from real concern about 
‘How do you do this?’ to real excitement. It’s 
really, really clever and smart and now it can 
lead to many paths.” 

Like a sequel. 

“Yeah,” Renner said. “Which is great. I love 
that.” 

Gilroy had to find the right person to inher- 
it Damon’s role, even if it isn’t really Damon’s 
role. Renner, who has played Jeffrey Dahmer 
(“Dahmer”), a neo-Nazi skinhead (“Neo Ned”) 
and will be Hansel in the upcoming “Hansel 
and Gretel: Witch Hunters,” received a best 


actor Oscar nomination for 2008’s “The Hurt 
Locker” and a best supporting actor Oscar 
nod for “The Town” (2010). The action se- 
quences in “The Bourne Legacy” seem likely 
to satisfy Bourne-aholics. They were also 
something Renner took very seriously 

“With all the three prior films, all that work 
put into them, and what’s put into ‘Bourne 
Legacy’ it would be a complete disservice if 
I could not perform,” he says. “Especially the 
stunts. It’s not something you can fix in CGI, 
it’s not something you can really enhance in 
any way You can maybe increase the shutter 
speed and make it look faster, but you can 
tell when that happens. So I was diligent in

knowing I had to perform those things. It 
would be a complete and utter disgrace if 
I could not live up to the three prior films 
and the people behind this one. 

“I don’t want to become some kung-fu 
gu}^” he added, smiling. “But I have to be 
able to take out a target fast, efficiently 
and then move on.” 

He plans to move on from the kind of 
blockbuster he’s been doing, at least for 
awhile. 

“I’m consciously avoiding the action 
movie,” Renner said. 

“I’ve done four pretty big films right in 
a row and they happen to be action mov- 
ies, so I’m trying not to do another ac- 
tion movie for obvious reasons. It would 
be my own fault if I got pigeonholed. You 
look for things that are challenging. I just 
want to go to work, and not know the an- 
swers, and try to figure it out with a group 
of people I care about and want to learn 
from.”

Bourne’s shoes, an actor/character must 
be fleet of foot, squeeze into tight spaces 
and possess badass hand-to-hand combat 
skills.

As Aaron Cross, another special opera- 
tive feeling the heat of pursuit from his 
superiors once they issue ghost protocol 
(no, they don’t call it that) to cancel his 
program, Jeremy Renner (“The Hurt 
Locker,” “The Avengers”) transitions 
smoothly into leading man status. He’s 
scrappy Athletic. Real. 

So despite Aaron’s ability to take down 
four guys at once or wrestle a wolf, when 
he and a terrified scientist (Rachel Weisz) 
take off running and start to bond, “The 
Bourne Legacy” establishes a crucial, 
convincing human element. They become 
two relatable people, alone together, 
in a story about high-ranking officials 
who don’t want their deadly employees 
experiencing something as inconvenient 
as “original thought” or “emotions.” 

^s, this is another story about a spy or- 
ganization chasing its tail, and sometimes 
“Legacy” suggests what “Tinker Tailor Sol- 
dier Spy” might have been had anything 
actually happened. Traveling from Alaska 
to Chicago to the Philippines, Aaron does 
not endure a truly taxing, extensive chase 
until late in the movie, but it’s a doozy 
with a strong, explosion-free resolution. 

Delivering the first “Bourne” movie not 
based on a Robert Ludlum novel, direc- 
tor/co-writer Tony Gilroy (“Michael Clay- 
ton” and writer of the previous “Bourne” 
films) maintains the series’ knack for 
making you feel like you have no idea 
what’s going on for a while, but eventually 
manages to thread together a lot of pieces 
he juggles all at once. In fact, the plotline 
about a possible medical breakthrough 
leaves you wanting more. 

Even if “Legacy” may feel like more 
of the same chronological criss-crossing 
and ultra-high clearance levels and blah 
blah blah, it’s great when a franchise can 
expand intelligently and entertainingly 
while still just scratching the surface.

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‘Sugar Man’ has sweet comeback

Spoiler alert: Little-known, critically ac- 
claimed early 1970s folk singer Rodriguez is 
not, contrary to popular belief, dead. 

Yet, as chronicled in the Sundance award- 
winning film “Searching for Sugar Man,” 
that’s what many fans in early ’90s South 
Africa believed as Sixto Rodriguez’s socially 
conscious folk songs became anthems of 
revolution for the anti-apartheid movement. 
Rodriguez, however, had no idea. He wasn’t 
receiving any royalty checks and hadn’t heard 
that this growing base of overseas fans be- 
lieved rumors about how their new favorite 
artist killed himself on stage. 

“No, I didn’t commit suicide,” the 70 -year- 
old Detroit native says with a laugh by phone 
from Minneapolis. Actually he’s spent most 
of the past few decades working construc- 
tion, but the film (which also has gained sup- 
port from Alec Baldwin and Michael Moore) 
has begun to spark a certain career resurrec- 
tion, including an upcoming Sept. 20 show at 
Lincoln Hall. 


What went through your head when you 
heard so many people thought you were 
dead? 

[Laughs.] The whole story was unbelievable 
in the sense that they talked about royalties 
and all this popularity but I didn’t believe the 
second part that there was any money or that 
I had any fame there. ’Cause I didn’t believe 
the first part that I was anything or anyone 
there. It was all a surprise ... in ’98 I toured. 

I knew it was genuine because the audiences 
were so large. I was playing 5,000 [-seat] the- 
atres, and they knew the lyrics to my songs. 

How much frustration or sense of regret do 
you have about the fact that no one told you 
about your rising fame as it was happening? 

As the music business goes, there [are] a lot 
of disappointments and criticisms, so that 
goes with the territory of the creative arts. 
Did I wish I had known? There’s stuff I wish 
had known ... I certainly wasn’t receiving 
those revenues. That’s still a question that’s 
gonna be resolved. And I’ll let everyone 
know how that goes.

When you were dropped from your label 
and things didn’t seem to be working out in 
the U.S., were you upset about it? 

Everybody feels disappointments. To say I 
wish I had known is almost like a non-answer. 
I did learn later and from then I moved on. 

So I don’t know It can only be today I was 
just in England [for a] music festival [at] a 
5,ooo{-seat} theater; Van Morrison was there. 
Ray [Davies] from the Kinks was there. I was 
on the main stage with them. I continued 
my music career, and this film is a different 
thing. 

What can people expect from your show at 
Lincoln Hall? 

If it’s a big room I’m going to get a band for 
sure. What can they expect? I’m going to do 
music from my “Cold Eact” and “[Coming 


Erom] Reality” albums, and we’re reissued in 
America on Light in the Attic, a Seattle label. 
And I do covers at these shows too. The 
thing is I enjoy that. Some bands don’t do 
covers. I love music. I’ve done the ’40s, the 
’50s, ’the ’60s, the ’70s, the ’80s, the ’90s, the 
’00s, and I’m working on the ’los. 

What goes through your head when you 
hear people put you in the same league as 
the Beatles, Simon and Garfunkel or Michael 
Jackson? How does that feel, especially as 
someone who didn’t have a very long career 
and is now coming back? 

They use these comparatives, and the thing 
is ... I’ve only written 30 songs or something. 
Dylan’s written over 500 songs. There’s no 
comparison. He’s the Shakespeare of rock ’n’ 
roll and popular music. But it’s nice that they 
[mention] us in the sense to lyrical and po- 
etry things. I think that’s what they’re doing. 

If he’s the Shakespeare, what are you? 

[Laughs.] Oh jeez. I can’t answer that. I don’t 
know. I got my style. I got my own way of 
playing. I’m a musician. I’m self-taught.

4 Horchata

Then he blends in ice cream and ba- 
nana, a flavor that he thinks matches 
well with cinnamon and also reminds 
him of banana milkshakes his dad 
made for him as a kid.

A year and a half ago, plagued with what ap- 
peared to be a sinus infection and recurring 
low energy, Ed O’Brien had his doctor run a 
number of tests to find out why he felt so run 
down. 

The test led to two results: a diagnosis that 
O’Brien was gluten intolerant, and a new res- 
taurant in East Lakeview 

O’Brien, a former Panera Bread manager, 
stopped eating foods with gluten (a protein 
found in rye, barley and all types of wheat) 
and spent a year developing fast-casual dining 
spot Bountiful Eatery (3312 N. Broadway 773- 
687-9811), which opened July ii and serves 
gluten-free dishes. 

According to O’Brien, the reaction to glu- 
ten-rich foods can vary in different people 
who have a gluten sensitivity or celiac disease, 
which the nonprofit Celiac Disease Eounda- 
tion defines as an autoimmune condition that 
can result in small intestine damage when 
food containing gluten is consumed. “It’s a 
really bizarre situation because some people 
have stomach problems, some have allergy 
outbreaks— some have a different reaction,” 
O’Brien said. “But it’s amazing how when you 


stop {eating foods with gluten], you feel a lot 
better.” 

Bountiful Eatery has been open less than 
a month but has already attracted a number 
of gluten-free fans. “People come in and say, 
‘I have celiac disease, I can’t eat out at all!’ ” 
O’Brien said. 

The demand for gluten-free fare in the 
neighborhood is enough for more than one 
business to take root. At 2873 N. Broadway 
another gluten-free restaurant, Senza, is in 
the works. 

Senza’s philosophy is “surprisingly gluten- 
free,” said executive chef Noah Sandoval in 
an interview earlier this summer. While the 
menu will be 100 percent gluten-free, if cus- 
tomers can’t teU, all the better. It’ll have a cof- 
feehouse-like atmosphere during the day with 
grab-and-go breakfast and lunch options such 
as bagel sandwiches and sides of mac ‘n’ cheese 
and chips. In the evening, the menu shifts to 
composed dishes: Think duck egg ravioli and 
grilled Caesar salad with a big gluten-free crou- 
ton. There won’t be a sit-down bar, but cock- 
tails, wine and gluten-free beer wiU be served. 

Located a few blocks north on Broadway 
from coming-soon Senza, Bountiful Eatery’s

offerings include wrap sandwiches, made with 
pitas from gluten-free Rose’s Bakery in Evan- 
ston, along with salads and soups (currently 
cold varieties such as gazpacho). The top-sell- 
ing item is the quarter-pound grass-fed bison 
burger ($9.99); however, several vegan-friend- 
ly items are also on hand, including a quinoa 
salad seasoned with parsley mint, cucumber, 
lemon juice, scallions and garlic. 

The eatery which O’Brien describes as 
“very red, very bright and very modern,” uses 
locally grown, organic ingredients whenever 
possible— its bison, for example, comes from 
an Indiana farm. Bottled coconut water and 
ginger ale are for sale, while a smoothie bar 16- 
or 24-ounce smoothies from more than a half- 
dozen fruits and juices, along with almond 
and soy milk, Greek yogurt and other items. 

Diners who’d like to pair their healthy meal 
with something a little more indulgent are 
in luck: Chocolate shop Windy City Sweets 
is Bountiful Eatery’s neighbor. “We’re right 
next to Windy City Sweets,” O’Brien says. 
“We have people come in, get a salad and go 
next door and get ice cream.”

Trending: Celery cocktails

Few cocktail menus stray into savory terri- 
tory Sure, you have your trusty bloody mary 
at brunch, but for the most part, sweet, floral 
and herbal notes take the lead. 

So it may turn a few heads to see the latest 
trendy drink ingredient in Chicago is a veg- 
etable-celery to be exact. 

“You are seeing a lot of celery bitters 
around these days,” said Charles Joly the re- 
cently named beverage director at The Aviary 
in the West Loop. The Aviar/s Micah Melton 
developed a cocktail (simply called “Celery”) 
using both celery and celery bitters that’s 
served as part of a $45 prix-flxe menu. 

“I personally like {celery bitters] because it 
brings a fresh and savory note to a cocktail,” 
Joly said. “It is a home run with gin and other 
herbal liqueurs {such as] green or 
yellow chartreuse.” 

At recently opened 
Wicker Park restaurant ^ 

Trenchermen, beverage 
director Tona Palomino 
uses celery flavors in two 
cocktails: The Bridge 
and Tunnel ($10), a car- 
bonated drink with cel- 
ery bitters, and the Breed 
Hornet ($12), which is a lid 

tod tonic with celefFinice j 

“Celery has a very savory 
quality that is, at its heart, a 
sort of herbaceous and refresh- 
ing flavor,” Palomino said. Like Joly 
Palomino finds that the celery flavor 
blends well with gin and was inspired to create 
the Green Hornet when friends who were big 
gin and tonic drinkers stopped by his former 
bar when he happened to have some celery 
juice on hand. 

“Both the gin and celery benefit from the 
melding,” Palomino said. “People who aren’t 
really gin drinkers like it because the flavor of 
the celery masks the gin and gin drinkers like 
it because in their mind the herbal character 
is enhanced by the celery” 


THE AVIARY’S CELERY COCKTAIL 

» 2 ounces honeydew juice 
»1 ounce green chartreuse 
>>1/2 ounces riesling 
»y2 ounce simple syrup 
» 1/2 ounce lime juice 
» muddled celery 
» celery bitters 

Shake ingredients, strain into chilled coupe. 


Bartenders at Drumbar and City Tavern are 
also mixing up drinks with more subtle celery 
flavors. The Savor cocktail ($15) at Drumbar 
incorporates celery bitters into a blend of gin, 
egg white, lemon juice, cuvee and cardamom 
syrup. At City Tavern, the Medford Buck ($10) 
features rum, arak, lime juice and ginger beer 
topped with celery bitters. 

“{Celery bitters are a] com- 
bination of fresh celery and 
seed,” Palomino said. “The 
blend has ... a very woody 
quality I think the rea- 
son I like using it in the 
drink is because it allows 
you to kick up the celery 
quality of the drink. ... 
We just use just one dash 
and it’s amazing the differ- 
ence it makes.” 

For his Bridge & Tunnel 
drink. Palomino uses just two 
ounces of celery bitters in the 
five-gallon tank the drink is dis- 
pensed from. 

“The drink is essentially pink lemonade,” 
said Palomino, “but the lemon peel and the 
celery bitters allow the drink to have just a 
slight bitter edge ... it keeps it from being too 
simplistic.” 

The flavor may be popping up more often, 
but don’t expect the trend to get too big. 

“I don’t think it’s overkill— hello elderflow- 
er— and it takes a more gentle hand to make it 
work,” Joly said.

Oiucs VrCtcrft as pleased wkh the 
series from Joe and Tony Gayton, with many 
saying it focused too heavily on plot over 
character. 

Mount said this season the show is more 
character-driven. “And strangely enough, it’s 
led us into more interesting action because of 
that, because now the action is tied into char- 
acter growth and character reversal,” he said. 

In that respect, audiences this season will 
see there’s more to Cullen than his obsession 
with revenge. Mount said the season explores 
why he left home to fight in the Civil War, 
and why he continues to battle. 

“The inner monster that ... took him away 
from his family during the Civil War rears 
its head in a different way” he said. “And the 
whole season I think is about defining what 
that thing inside of him is.”
